Plight Of El Salvador 
Discussed By Rebel

A Salvadoran revolutionary, 
speaking at CSUS Friday, accused the 
United States of hindering social 
progress in Central America. 

Jose Escobar, a member of the 
Democratic Revolutionary Front/- 
Ferabundo Marti National Liberation 
Movement (FDR/FMLN), spoke to 
approximately 30 people in the 
California Suite of the University 
Union about the plight of the 
Salvadorans and other Central 





American peoples. The event was 
sponsored by the Sacramento Labor 
Committee on Central Amenica. 

The FDR/FMLN is a revolution- 
ary movement which opposes Sal- 
vadoran President Jose Napoleon 
Duarte’s administration. The Duarte 
government receives help via U.S. 
economic aid and advisors. 

Reports on living conditions in 
El Salvador vary widely; however the 
literacy rate is only about 40 percent. 
Amnesty International, an interna-

Trotter Trouble 
Sacramento May Lose Harness Racing In 85

Most Sacramentans have seen billboad signs 
along highways, newspaper ads and TV commer- 
cials heralding the start of the harness racing season 
in early May. But the city may lose its 100-yvear 
racing tradition next year 

A promoter or operator for the 1985 harness 
racing season cannot be found because the 
undertaking ts not profitable (or not profitable 
enough, depending on whom one speaks to). 

Harness racing began in the eastern United 
States when farmers gathered to race their cart 
horses. In 1840, a New Yorker aptly named 
Jeremiah Trot. began organizing harness racing 
through a network of other horse owners. Fast oval 
tracks were built and the surrey, or cart, was 
streamlined to weigh less and endure more stress. A 
new breed of horse, the Standardbred, was born to 
accommodate the race. Standardbreds either trot (a 
gait where diagona! legs moves together) or pace 
(front and rear legs on the same side of the horse 
move together). 

For trivia enthusiasts California Governor 
Leland Stanford was watching a harness race when 
he wagered a bet with a companion that there was a 
split-second when none of the horse’s hoofs touched 
the ground. A series of successive photograohs were 
taken to prove the point and motion pictures were 
born. 

For Sacramento, and specifically Cal Expo, the 
problem is an economic one. Golden Bear Raceway 
is operated on a lease-use system. Profits from 
harness racing are not adequate to attract a 
promoter and contract disputes have occured in the 


past. According to Dan Pennington, Cal Expo 
director of marketing, the facility made $140,000 
for the season. But the promoter, Golden State 
Racing, has filed a claim with the State Board of 
Control against Cal Expo for damages they incurred 
when a power outage occurred during the races. The 
$100,000 suit is still pending. 


Promotion is especially critica! in harness racing 
because when attendance figures nse, the amount of 
money bet on the races rises. Promoters receive most 
of their income from wagers and concessions. 

No one is losing money on harness racing, said 
Pennington, but he feels it has not been as profitable 
as it should be. Motor sports, such as motocross and 
truck competitions, whose promoters also lease the 
Golden Bear Raceway, take in between $75,000 
and $100,000 per month for Cal Expo during a six 
month period. 

So where does that leave harness racing? The 
outlook is grim. Bill Boyer, a trainer/driver of 
harness racers for 10 years, faces bankruptcy if 
harness racing is discontinued. He does not believe 
that promoters have lost money, as they claim. “The 
past promoters have been greedy. They sought a 
large profit margin at the expense of the public . . . 
Promoters came into this area icoking to match LA 
(there are two harness racing tracks in Southern 
California) and it ain’t never going to happen. Then 
they left saying they lost money. No other promoter 
is going to come here.” 

The California Horse Racing Board, which 
regulates horse racing in California, offered different 
information. An official said, “We got financial 
statements from promoters showing a loss. I’m not 
going to subscribe to their bookkeeping methods, 


through this program,” he said 
Nickles beheves his program will prosper in coming 
vears if the umion has anything to do with it

but the figures definitely showed « loss. 

Boyer feels that some of the blame lies 
with the harness racing industry. “Ten years ago the 
three largest racing promoters elbowed out a!l the 
small promoters. Then three years ago several small 
promoters again tried to approach, but we didn’t 
listen. In nart it was our own fault.” 

Boyer feels that there may be promoters willing 
to operate racing at Cal Expo, but there is no money 
to find them. “In order to mount an effective search 
you need to take out full page newspaper ads, TV 
spots and ads in investment company periodicals. 
Who's going to pay for it?” 

The problem is also significant in Southern 
California where two tracks, Hollywood Park and 
Los Alamitos, are located. Hollywood Park was

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recently sold, so all harness racing may have to be 
moved to Los Alamitos. However, they are also in 
need of an operator. This precludes owners, trainers 
and drivers from moving south with their horses, as 
they usually do to take advantage of the different 
harness racing seasons. 


In case of discontinuation of harness racing, a 
study on the impact of jobs and income in the 
Sacramento area was conducted by Chris Bartis, a 
Sacramento attorney and member of the Western 
Standardbred Association. According to the study, 
317 people would lose seasonal jobs, excluding 
Owners, trainers, drivers and grooms of the horses 


Linda Potter, a CSUS social sciences graduate 
student, co-owns a harness racer with her mother 
The industry's depressed financial situation has 
greatly affected her. “My father was offered $15,000 
for our filly a while back. Now I'd be lucky to get 


$1,000 for her. These are beautiful animals, but 
they're not pets. If we don’t have anywhere to race. 
some will end up in dog food cans.” 

Potter feels that popular support may save 
harness racing. She is asking everyone she knows to 
vocalize their opinions One friend wrote a letter to 
Governor Deukmeyian in support of harness racing 
According to Potter, she got back a letter thanking 
her for her concern about “hazardous waste.” 


“They just saw the letter ‘H’ and sent back a 
reply,” said Potter 

Todd Bannister, a CSUS social science major, 
gambles frequently at Cal Expo during the harness 
racing season. Bannister, who attended a horse 
Facing management course in Arizona, feels that the 
main problem lies with the promoter making no 
attempt to gain support of potential spectators and 
betters 

“The promotion was poor and not getting 
enough people out. Then they installed new bettung 


machines that kept breaking down while vou wei 
waiting to place a bet.” Bannister felt this hurt public 
relations 


Despite the economic realities of the Situation 
trainer Boyer feels disadvantaged because harness 
racing was encouraged by the state as a profitable 
venture. Initially, he said, the state subsidized and 
populanzed it. “Ihave put my lifetime earnings into 
it Tt as unfair” 


Kirk Breed, general manager of Cal Expo, will 
meet with the Senate committee on Government 
Organization Wednesday, to discuss possible 
alternatives to harness racing at the raceway. In the 
meantime, the governing board of Cal KPO 1s 
seeking more profitable proposals for the use of the 
raceway. Cal Expo is a business, and as spokesman 
Pennington candidly stated, “We are faced with 
making ourselves self-sufficient If we go broke, 
nothing will happen.”

Supports us now and will support us 
in the future. But Nicaragua is export 
ing an example, not arms ” 


Fscohar said the burden of achies 
ing peace in his country must be 
removed from Washington “We let 
you elect your government,” he said 
“and you let us elect ours.” Escobar 
said that US. corporations with 
investments in Fl Salvador would
